Candidates to be finally selected should secure the 
minimum qualifying marks both at the written exami 
nation and the Services Selection Board interview .

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Boards , and undergo the tests thereat, at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensa 
ţion or other relief from Government in respect of 
any injury which they may sustain in the course of 
or as a result of any of the tests given to them at a 
Services Selection Board , whether duo to the negll 
gence of any person or otherwise . Parents or guur 
dians of the candidates will be required to sign a 
certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application . Candidates when called up for interview 
by a Services Sclection Board or for subsequent train 
ing will be eligible for T . A . and D . A , in accordance with 
the rules then in force . Candidates who have previ 
ously been before a Services Selection Board for the 
same type of Commission are not entitled to T . A . and 
D . A . on subsequent occasions, 


( 1 ) A copy of the Notice , Notification , etc . for the 
examination is sent herewith . The fact that these 
papers are being supplied to a candidate is no evidence 
of his eligibility for admission to the examination , 
Candidates should consult them to see if they are 
eligible before filling up the application form or paying 
the prcscribed fec . The conditions prescribed cannot 
be relaxed , 


19 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a two 
years course at the Joint Services Wing of the National 
Defence Academy. The successful candidates after the 
first two ycars training will undergo further specialised 
training in the branch of Service for which they may 
be selected . The cadets for the Army receive their 
advanced training at the Military Wing of the Academy 
itself, while those for the Indian Navy proceed to Naval 
Training Ships / Establishments and those for the Air 
Force are sent to the Air Force Academy. The intro 
duction of a third year of training at the Joint Services 
Wing for all cadets and a reduction of subsequcnt 
training is under consideration . While at the National 
Delcnre Acaderiy , cucets will be subject to the 
cliscipling of the Service for which they are selected . 


( 2 ) The enclosed application form must be Alled up 
in the candidate s own handwriting . All columns must 
be completed and all answers must be given in words 
and not by dashes or dots . The application form 
should be submitted direct to the Secretary , Union 
Public Service Commission , Parliament House , Post 
Box No. 186 , New Delhi. A service candidate must 
submit his application through his Commanding Officer 
who will, if he considers the candidate eligible , forward 
it to the Union Public Service Commission with his 
recommendations , vide Section " C " of the application 
forn . Applications of eligible candidates will not be 
withheld cven if the candidates are not recommended . 
Indian Navy boys and artificer apprentices under train 
ing will apply for entry into the Indian Navy only . 


Candidates from the P . W . M . College , Dehra Dun , and 
K . G . M . Colleges , should submit their applications 
through the Principal of the College . No application 
received by the Commission after the date prescribed 
in the Notice will be accepted .

21 . The cost of training including accommodation , 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will 
be borne by the Government. Parents or guardians 
of cadets wil ), however , be required to meet their 
pocket and other private expenses . Normally these 
expenses are not likely to exceed Rs . 30 p . m . Where 
cadets parents or guardians are unable to meet wholly 
or partly even this cxpenditure , financial assistance 
upto Rs. 30 p . m , may be granted by the Government. 
No cadet whose parent or guardian has an income of 
Rs . 300 p . m , or above would be eligible for the grant 
of the Anancial assistance , 


A candidate desirous of securing financial assistance 
should immediately after his final selection , submit 
an application through the District Magistrate of his 
District, who will , with his recommendation forward 
the application to the Ministry of Defence, Government 
of India . 


Details of the required documents are given below : 

Candidates are warned that if the application is 
incompletely or wrongly filled up or is not accompanied 
by the documenta mentioned in items ( ii ) to (iv ) above 
or by a reasonable explanation for the absence of such 
documents it will be summarily rejected and that no 
appeal against its rejection will be entertained . 

Candidates are hereby further warned that they 
must submit the documents which they have not sent 
with their applications and for the absence of which 
they have given explanation in their applications, soon 
after the submission of the applications. In any case 
they must be sent so as to reach the Commission s 
olice one month before the date of commencement of 
the examination ; otherwise their candidature for the 
examination will be cancelled . 


* NOTE . - By the time these cadets pass out of the Joint 
Services Wing , it is anticipated that facilities for further 
Naval training would be available in India . If how 
ever , such facilitics be not available by then , Naval 
cadets may be sent to the UK , for further training . 
During the cadets tarining in the U . K . parents or 
guardians will be required to meet their private and 
vacation expenses , ranging from £125 to £140 approxi 
mately . 


Candidates are also warned that they should in no 
case tamper with the entries in the documents sub 
mitted by them .

NOTE 4 . - Ordinarily the Commission do not accept a 
date of birth other than that proved or supported by 
the Matriculation Certificate , If they do so they re 
quire not only convincing proof of the date claimed 
but also a satisfactory explanation of the incorrect 
cntry in the Matriculation Certificate . When once a 
date of birth has been claimed and accepted by the 
Commission for the purpose of admission to an exami 
nation , no change will be allowed at a subsequent 
examination . Candidates who wish to challenge the 
entry of their age in a Matriculation Certificate , must 
do 50 at the first opportunity . In such cases a candi 
date must send direct to the Union Public Service 
Commission all the evidence on which he bases his 
claims as soon as he has submitted his application . 


NOTE 2 . Cash or cheques will not be accepted by 
the Union Public Service Commission , All Postal 
Orders should be crossed and made payable to the 
Secretary , Union Public Service Commission , at New 
Delhi Post Once and in no case will Postal Orders 
payable at any other post office be accepted . 


( b ) Candidates from the P . W . M . College , Dehra Dun , 
and K .

NOTE 3 . - An application not accompanied by a

( a ) The only proof of age ordinarily accepted by the 
Commission is the age or date of birth entered in the 
Matriculation or High School Certifcate or in the 
Secondary School Leaving Certificate or in a certificate 
recognized by an Indian University as equivalent to 
Matriculation or in an extract from a Register of Matri 
culates maintained by a University , which extract must 
be verified by the proper authority of the University 
The expression " Matriculation Certificate " in this part 
of the instructions must be understood as including 
these alternative certificates or one of the other certif 
cates listed in paragraph 9 of the Notification . This 
certificate must be sent with the application in original . 
If a Matriculation or equivalent certificate does not 
give the exact date of birth the candidate must send 
In addition to the Matriculation or equivalent Certif 
cate , a certificate ( in original ) from the Headmaster 
of the High School which he first attended showing the 
date of his birth or his exact age as recorded at the 
time of his admission to the school. An Anglo - Indian
